SHE oad IN ALBERTA 

A pamphlet on sheep produce tion in Al- 
berta has been issued under the auspices 
of the college of agriculture at the pro- 
vincial university, and will be distributed 
to parties interested by the department of 
extension. The .booklet, prepared by Mr. 
J. E. Bowstead and Professor Sackville, is 
essentially practical and deals with the 
place of sheep on the farm, the breeds, the 
care and management of the flock in de- 
tail, it should be useful particularly to 
farmers who have had little experience 
in that branch of farming, but who are 
disposed to add some sheep to their live- 
steck equipment. 

The Dominion imports mutton, lamb, 
and wool in quantities larger than it ex- 
ports. Canada, a cold country, has one 
sheep for each three of human population. 
Australia, a hot country, has fifteen sheep 


for each head of human population, In | 


ten years wool production has increased | 
fifty per cent in Canada; suggesting that 
there must be money in the business. Al- 
berta ranks third among the provinces in 
the number of sheep kept, Ontario lead- 


ing, with ye in second place. There | 


were in 1927 more than a_ half million | 


sheep in this province, against somewhat 
more than half the number ten years be- 
fore. Apparently those Alberta farmers 
who have tried sheep-raising are convinced 
that it pays and have convinced a good 
many of their neighbors to the same ef- 
fect.

WHO OWNS THE AIR? 


The radio commission at Washington 
bligingly informs all parties interested 


that it has been pleased to distribute | 


among United States broadcasting con- 
cerns the sole and exclusive right to the 
use of eighty-six per cent of the available 
short wave radio channels; the other 
fragments of the western hemisphere be- 
ing thereby graciously permitted to do 
their broadcasting on the remaining four- 
teen per cent, or not do it at all. A short 
wave conference is due to meet at Ottawa 
on January th, with representatives pre- 
sent from the United States, Canada, 
Cuba, Newfoundland and Mexico. And 
the Canadian commission is due to visit 
Washington in a few weeks, supposedly 
to consult with the officials there as to 
the allocation of wave lengths. 


It is fairly apparent that the distribu- 


tion at Washington is intended to antici- 
pate the gathering at Ottawa and the visit 
of the Canadian commission. The confer- 
ence and the Canadian commissioners will 
now function “in the presence of an accom- 


plished fact” that the United States has | 
grabbed all but fourteen per cent of the air | 


channels without consulting anybody. The 
activities of these bodies will accordingly 
take on the appearance of a coroner’s in- 
quest rather than of negotiation with a 
view to agreement. The proceedings of 
the conference and the Canadian commis- 
sioners would be appropriately directed in 
the first instance to finding out where the 
United States acquired the right to com- 
mandeer eighty-six per cent of the im- 
pulse carrying power of the atmosphere 
and to dedicate this under license to the 
exploitation of the superior qualities of 
American soap, pills and jas.

The correspondents tell us that some 
political prognosticators at Ottawa fore- 
see a general election next fall. So far as 
present indications go, a contest at that 
early date would be a waste of money and 
a purposeless disturbance of business.
